M’GILL BROTHERS JURY 
DISAGREES IN FRAUD CASE 


One of Former Arkansas’ Rice 
Millers Rearrested on St. 
Louis) Charge. 

By the Associated Press. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 5B. 
—After deliberating five hours the 
jury in the trial of A. U. and H. T. 
MeGill, former Stuttgart rice mill- 
ers, Was discharged tonight by Fed- 
eral Judge Frank A. Youmans and 
a mistrial entered. 

The brothers were charged in 
80 separate counts of having forged 
and uttered interstate bills of lad- 
ing on rice shipments. 

It was reported the jurors stood 
10 to 2 for conviction of A. U. Me- 
gill and 9 to 3 for acquittal of H. 
T. MeGill. 

Immediately after the jury took 
the case A, .U. McGill was ar- 
rested on charges of using the 
mails to defraud the Boatmen’s 
National Bank of St. Louis of ap- 
proximately $25,000. He was re- 
leased under bond for appearance 
in St. Louis. 


By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, March 5.—Spokesmen 


of the smaller nations pronounced 
before the special Assembly of the 
League of Nations today their pub- 
lic condemnation of Japan’s inva- 
sion of China and urged that all 
the League’s resources be employed 
to end the struggle. 

Many of the diplomats of these 
secondary Powers made it clear 
they would insist that the Assem- 
bly deal with the Manchurian 
problem as well as the Shanghai 


problem. Thus they rejected the 
Japanese contention that the As- 
sembly must keep its hands off 
Manchuria. 

All during the mogning and aft- 
ernoon Tsuneo Matsudaira and 
Naotake Sato, the Japanese repre- 
sentatives, listened while European 
and South and Central American 
speakers denounced armed inter- 
vention by a strong state in the 
territory of a weaker state, and 
called for the early withdrawal of 
Japanese troops from Chinese soil. 

The Great Powers—Britain, 
Italy, France and Germany—re- 
mained silent today, as they did 
for the most part yesterday, when 
the Assembly adopted a resolution 
galling for negotiations designed to 
bring about the immediate cessa- 
tion of hostilities and the retire- 
ment of the Japanese troops. 

The smaller states—Spain, Latin- 
America, Estonia and others—held 
the floor today. The discussion, un- 
finished after a morning and an 
afternoon session, will be resumed 
Monday, 

Foreigh Minister Louis Zulueta 
of Spain reproached Japan for at- 
tempting to settle the dispute by 
armed force instead of by bringing 
her complaints to the League. 

“Neither the problem of Shang- 
hai nor the problem of Manchuria 
can be fully discussed until the 
Japanese soldiers evacuate China,” 
he said. “Evacuation must pre- 
cede negotiations.” 

He asserted that the Assembly 
ought not recognize any agreement 
resulting from the Japanese mili- 
tary activities. “The League must 
be a bulwark of the weak against 
the strong,” he said. “Spain de- 
sires the League tquuse all the pow- 
ers it possesses to settle the dis- 
pute. For the League this problen 
is a question of to be or nc to be.” 

Peter Munch of Denmark assert- 
ed that the failure to declare war 
does not absolve a nation from its 
engagements under the Kellogg 
pact. The League, he said, must 
apply all the means at its disposal 
to enforce its covenant. 

“The conflict before the Assem- 
bly is not the only conflict at 
Shanghai, but the Chinese-Japa- 


nese trouble in its entirety,’ de- 
clared ,Dr. Giuseppe Motta of 
Switzerjand. “We are not con- 


cerned with the question of the 
prestige of this state or the other, 
but with the moral and juridical 
authority of the League of Na- 
tions.”’ 

The spokesman for Estonia con- 
demned armed intervention by a 
strong state in the territory of a 
weaker nation. Eduard Benes of 
Czecho-Slovakia insisted that all 
nations must have recourse to sole- 
ly pacific means in settling dis- 
putes, 

Nicholas Politis of Greece pro- 
posed that the Assembly continue 
to handle the problem until a set- 
tlement had been completed. He 
suggested that a special Assembly 
commission be named to follow the 
negotiations and to execute the As- 
sembly’s. program “for re-establish- 
ing peace and justice.” 

Enrique Buero of Uruguay said 
he was unable to accept the Japa- 
nese explanation that China was 
an unorganized state. He cited the 
reception of China into the League 
and its’ election to the League 
Council as evidence of its sovereign 
etatehood, . 

Portugal’s cordial co-operation in 
re-establishing peace was offered 
by Fernando Augusto Branco. “By 
the application of the covenant,” 
he said, “the League will assure 
that justice done between two peo- 
ples and will re-establish fts pres- 
tige.” 


PRESINENT TO SIAN BILL 
TO GIVE WHEAT TO NEEDY 


White House Announces He Will 
Approve’ Measure Donating 
40,000,000 Bushels.

ident Hoover will sign the bill to 
donate 40,000,000 bushels of Farm 
Board wheat to distressed farmers 
and needy of American cities. 
. Tt was said at the White House 
today that the bill had not yet 
reached the executive offices from 
the Capitol but that the President 
would sign it. . 

The Red Cross would distribute 
the grain and it would be used to 
provide food for needy “human be- 
ings and starving livestock. 


JOHN PHILIP SOUSA 
DIES SUDDENLY 
AFTER BANQUET 


Bandmaster, Who Com- 
posed. 300 Works in 50 
Years Before Public, Suc- 
cumbs in Reading, Pa. 


GOT START AT 13 IN 
MARINE CORPS BAND 


Later Became Director, 
Formed Own Organiza- 
tion in 1892—Wrote 10 
Operas Besides Marches. 


By the Associated Press. 
READING, Pa., March 6.—(Sun- 


day)—John Philip Sousa, famous 
bandmaster and composer, died 
here suddenly early this morning 
after a banquet in his honor. He 
was 77 years old. " 
Composed 300 Works in Career of 
50 Years Before Public 
A career of more than 50 years 
before the public, during which he 
composed more than 300 works 
and had directed his famous band 
in all the principal cities of the 
world, made Sousa one of the most 
widely known of contemporary 


}Ameriean musicans. Although an 
accomplished musician early in his 
teens, it was his work as director 
of the United States Marine Corps 
Band that served as the stepping 
stone to a position of prominence 
in the musical world. 

Sousa became a member of the 
Marine Corps Band when only 13 
years old through a scheme of his 
father, a member of the band, to 
thwart the boy’s plans to run away 
with a circus band. The father had 
him enlisted as an apprentice and 
among the regulations that were 
read to the recruit was one pro- 
viding that desertion would be 
punished by “shooting at sunrise."’ 
The bandmaster often told that 
story later in life saying: “I didn't 
want anything like that to hap- 
pen, so I stayed in the band.” 

Toured With Offenbach. 

After about two years, however, 
Sousa left the Marine Band and 
put in several years conducting 
theatrical and other orchestras and 
giving violin lessons. His first en- 
gagement of importance was in 
1877 when, as first violinist he 
toured the country with the orches- 
tra of Jacques Offenbach. 

One month before his’ twenty- 
fifth birthday, Sousa returned to 
the Marine Band as conductor and 
remained with the organization 12 
years. During that time he de- 
veloped the organization’ into one 
of the front rank of military bands. 

In 1892 an opportunity came to 
the bandmaster to carry out a plan 
he had had in mind for a long time 
—the organization of a band of his 
own to present the works of great 
composers before audiences which 
operatic companies and symphony 
orchestras could not hope to reach. 

Wrote 10 Operas. 

Sousa’s musical works include 
10 operas, many songs and suites, 
more than 100 marches and “The 
Last Crusade,” perhaps his most 
pretentious work for orchestra, or- 
gan and choir. His marches, how- 
ever, are the best known of his 
works, As far back as 1885 a for- 
eign musical journal in an article 
on martial musie bestowed upon 
Sousa the title “March King” and 
it became known throughout the 
musical world as a synonym for his 
own name, 

The question “What to do you 
consider your best composition?” 
was often put to Sousa. Invariably 


he replied: “In that respect I feel 
like the woman with several 
babies; there is some good in all 


of them.” And as frequently he 
expressed his pride in his famous 
“The Stars and Stripes Forever,” 
which he believed to be his most 
popular march with the American 
people. 

Among others of Sousa’s marches 
that were popular favorites were 
“The High School Cadet,” “Semper 
Fidelis,” :‘“‘The Washington Post,” 
“King Cotton,” “El Capitan,” “Lib- 
erty Bell,” “Manhattan  Beach,”’ 
“The Thunderer.” 

Directed Largest Bands. 

The famous bandmaster had the 
distinction of service in three 
branches of the Government’s mili- 
tary forces. His first was his long 
service in the Marine Corps as di- 
rector of its band; his second was 
“as musical director of the Sixth 
Army Corps to which he was ap- 
pointed for the war with Spain, 
and the third, his direction of the 
musical activities at the naval 
training station at Great Lakes, II1., 
during the World War. Sousa was 
proud of what he said was a record 
for having directed more and the 
largest massed bands than any oth- 
er bandmaster. 

Sousa was born at Washington,

It Was Found in His Auto 
and Date Furnishes Pos- 
sible Clew—Report of 
Alleged Confession Is 
Denied.

HARTFORD, Conn., March 5.— 
Henry (Red) Johnson, Englewood 
(N, J.) sailor, was held after 30 
hours of intermittent questioning 
in connection. with the kidnaping 
of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh’s baby 
tonight as a result of information 
obtained by county officers in @ 


prolonged examination. 

Two possible links in the case 
were made public by officials as a 
partial basis for detaining John- 
son, a friend of Miss Betty Gow, 
the child’s nurse. 

One of these clews was a milk 
bottle cap, dated Wednesday and 
apparently used by a New Jersey 
Dairy, found in Johnson’s green 
coupe in which he said he arrived 
at a brother’s home in West Hart- 
ford at 1:30 a. m. that day. 

The other was the disclosure that 
the ladder used by the kidnapers 
was of the same type and kind of 
wood as those used in a Bronx 
shipyard in which is kept the yacht 
of Thomas W. Lamont, New York 
banker and Johnson’s former em- 
ployer. 

No Definite Charge. 

The milk bottle cap, said an 
official who would not permit the 
use of his name, would indicate 
that Johnson could not have ar- 
rived here at the time he gave. 
The caps, the official explained, 
are dated a day before their sale. 
That is to say, a bottle marked as 
pasteurized Wednesday could not 
be had before Thursday. 

Johnson, taken into custody yes- 
terday by request of Englewood 
police, was held incommunicado in 
a cell in the county building after 
extended questioning by State’s At- 
torney Hugh M. Alcorn and County 
Detective Edward J. Hickey last 
night, this afternoon and again to- 
night. 

No definite charge has been 
placed against Johnson, but the 
Connecticut law fixes no limit on 
the length of time a person may be 
held only on suspicion. 

Alcorn and Hickey would not 
disclose the results of their ques- 
tioning of the sailor other than to 
indicate there was no immediate 
intention of releasing him. 

Alcorn said, however, that re- 
ports he had confessed to partici- 
pating in the abduction of the baby 
were without foundation 

Aleorn expressed annoyance that 
information he _ telegraphed to 
Gov. A. Harry Moore of New Jer- 
sey had been made public. Later, 
he made the remark: “It seems 
that fate has thrown it into the 
hands of Connecticut.” 

In His Room Tuesday. 

A milk bottle and its cap were 
found in Johnson’s car—which he 
had purchased within .the last 
few weeks—outside the home 
of his brother, John, in West 
Hartford. Hickey took the bottle 
from the building during the after- 
noon but did not say where he was 
going. 

While the two county officials 
continued their examination of 
Johnson, four Newark, N. J., de- 
tectives waited in the building for 
permission to question him. ey 
explained that they represented 
New Jersey officers in general and 
that, while the latter had not been 
inclined to place too much empha- 
sis on Johnson’s detention, they did 
not wish to overlook any possible 
angle.

NIDNAPED OHIO 
BUY, 12, RESCUED, 
DAPTORS “IN JAIL 


James De Jute Jr., Found 
in Secret Tunnel in 
Abandoned Gam bling 


House Near Niles. 


By the Associated Press. 
NILES, O., March 5.—James De 


Jute Jr., is safe at home tonight 
and two men accused of abducting 


him are in jail. Trembling but still 
keeping up his courage, Jimmie, 
who is 12 years old, was found un- 
harmed today hidden in a secret 
tunnel in an abandoned gambling 
resort and liquor storehouse near 
Youngstown. He was rescued just 
76 hours after two men _ forced 
him into their automobilg on a 
street here when he was on his 
way to school Wednesday. 

Authorities said the two men 
arrested, John Demarco, 30 years 
old, and Dowell Hargraves, 27, 
both of Youngstown, admitted thpy 
were the kidnapers. Demarco was 
taken to the city jail at Warren 
and Hargraves to the county jail 
there. They were ordered held for 
investigation. 

The happy ending,to the kid- 
naping, which occurred only a few 
hours after the abduction of the 
Lindbergh baby, overwhelmed 
James De Jute Sr., contractor, re- 
puted to be one of the wealthiest 
men in Niles, and his wife. 

De Jute, as he clasped his son to 
his arms, could only say, “O, Jim- 
my,” Mrs. De Jute, who had be- 
come ill from the strain and anx- 
iety, said to the authorities again 
and again: “How can I ever repay 
you?” 

The boy. was recovered without 
the payment of ransom. De Jute 
had offered $1000 for his scn’s re- 
turn, and the boy ‘today said his 
captors talked “only about money,” 
but the contractor said he had nev- 
er received any communication 
from them, 

Sheriff J. C. Risher of Trumbull 
County, however, said the kidnap- 
ers has been in communication 
with the De Jute family, the last 
time an hour before the capture 
was made. He said he understood 
they demanded between $4000 and 
$5000 ransom. The Sheriff also 
said he was convinced others be- 
sides the men under arrest were 
involved. 

A message: “Go to Scotty's place 
and you will find that De Jute kid 
from Niles,” and a lucky circum- 
stance involving Jimmie’s school- 
book, combined to bring about the 
boy’s release. The message was 
received by Mahoning County de- 
tective, W. J. Harrison of Youngs-

We 
will also follow any other meth- 
od suggested by the kidnapers 
that we can be sure will bring 
the return of our child.” 

Maj. Charles A. Schoeffel of the 
New Jersey State police gave out 
the statement from the Lindbergh 


home, but a spokesman there said 
he never had heard of either Spi- 


tale or Bitz. 
New York newspaper files 
Showed that a Salvatore (Salvy) 


Spitale had figured in the police 
investigation of the shooting of the 
late Jack (Legs) Diamond in the 
Hotel Monticello in New: York Oct. 
12, 1930. No one ever was con- 
victed of the shooting. 

Some newspaper files showed 
that a Salvatore Spitale was arrest- 
ed for homicide in New York in 
1928 and subsequently discharged. 
An Irving Bitz was convicted in 
1926 of violating the Harrison Nar- 
cotic Act and sentenced to a year 
and a day in Atlanta penitentiary.

Chinese casualties during the en- 
gagements inthe Chapel, Kiangwan 
and Woosung areas reached a total 
greater than 20,000, the Press 
Union estimated today. 

This total, according to the Press 
Union estimate, was about 10 times 
greater than Japanese casualties 
and it included approximately 7000 
killed 

Japanese military and naval au- 
thorities continued their insistence 
that there has been no _ serious 
fighting since the advance was 
halted two days ago, but an in- 
spection of the Kiangwan and 
Woosung areas supported the Chi- 
nese contention that there has been 
considerable skirmishing along the 
northwest sector. . 

Cavalry Being Unloaded, 

This correspondent frequently 
heard gunfire and a squadron of 
Japanese planes roared overhead, 
going in the direction of the Yang- 
tze River. A large detachment of 
cavalry was being unloaded at the 
Woosung docks, and truckloads of 
troops and civilians were being 
moved toward the front to the west 
for patrol duty. 

Heavy artillery was kept in the 
Japanese rear, but a number of 
three-inch guns were taken up in 
the direction of Kating and Nan- 
ziang. 

The crush of returning refugees 
continued during the day in the 
Chapei section of Shanghai, but the 
area will not be wholly opened up 
until all bodies have been removed, 
the Japanese authorities an- 
nounced. 

Some of the homecoming Chi- 
nese started building mat sheds on 
the sites of their destroyed houses. 

Edwin 8. Cunningham, the Amer- 
fean Consul-General at Shanghal, 
messaged the State Department 
that the Marine headquarters re- 
garded reports of fighting between 
the Japanese_and Chinese at Nan- 
ziang and Liuho as unreliable.

Japan Says It Has No Intention of 
Invading Russia,

TOKIO, March 5.—The League 
of Nations Manchurian Investigat- 
ing Commission was informed by 
War Minister Sadao Araki today 
that Japan has no intention of in- 
vading Russian territory but is 
Prepared to defend Manchuria in 
the event of Soviet threats. 

The members of the commission, 
on which Major-General Frank R. 
McCoy is-the American representa- 
tive, discttssed Far Eastern prob- 
lems with the War aaa for 
two hours. 

A Japanese officer sient at the 
conference said numerous questions 
were asked by Gen. McCoy and by 
the Earl of Lytton, British repre- 
sentative and°chairman of the coms 
mission.

are in constant danger. 

“Its destruction would enor- 
mously increase their guilt, their 
danger, and their certain ultimate 
retribution to the law and avenging 
justice. 

“It is our belief and hope that 
they will immediately deposit the 
child in some safe place, and by 
prompt notice to the police of Col. 
Lindbergh personally enable it te 
be returned in safety to its parents.

The possible dmminence of nego- 
tiations leading to the return of 
the Lindbergh baby has formed 
the basis of speculation among in- 
vestigators and others here as_ to 
practical methods which may be 
suggested by the kidnapers. 
Such discussions often turn to 
the manner in which ransom was 
paid for the release of kidnaped 
children in past abductions. 
Particularly recurring as a 
striking example is the famous 
kidnaping case of 1900 in which 
Edward Cudthy Jr., 15-year-old 
son of the wealthy packer, and 
himself now president ofthe Cud- 
ahy Packing Co. of Kansas’ City, 
Mo., was released for $25,000 ran- 
som, after his father had followed 
to the last detail the instructions of 
the kidnapers. 
Young Cudahy was kidnaped 
about 7 o’clock in the evening a 
week before Christmas as he was 
on his way from his home in Oma- 
ha, Neb., to the home of a friend. 
Next morning the elder Cudahy re- 
ceived a phone call from a man 
who directed him to look for a note 
in his front yard. 

Cudahy Kidnaping. 
Cudahy quickly found the note, 
which, as later developments 
showed, had been thrown into the 
yard by his kidnaper, Pat Crowe, 
as he rode past the place on horse- 
back. Briefly the note demanded 
$25,000 and declared that if the 
money were not forthcoming with- 
out consultation of the police the 
boy would be blinded with acid. 
Without definite proof that the 
note was really from the kidnapers, 
Cudahy, in conformity with direc- 
tions contained in the note, got 
$25,000 in gold, placed it in a flour 
sack and accompanied only by a 
friend drove out over a designated 
country road in his buggy. A red 
lantern was placed on the buggy, 
clearly visible from the front, as 
the kidnapers had specified. 

Three miles from the city, Cuda- 
hy and his companion stopped be- 
side a lighted lantern, which the 
ote said would mark the spot where 
the money was to be left. They 
dismounted and found that black 
and white ribbons had been tied to 
the handle of the lantern, as the 
kidnapers also said in the note. 

Cudahy placed the sack beside 
the lantern, turned his horse 
around and started home. He ar- 
rived there at 10 o’clock. Three 
hours later young Cudahy, released 
by the kidnapers after the receipt 
of the ransom, returned to the 
home.

Of the $10,000 ransom $9790 
was recovered. Boyle was sen- 
tenced to a life term in prison in 
Pittsburg, Pa., and died there. His 
wife was sentenced to serve 25 
years and was paroled.

ELUDES HER ABDUCTOR 


Columbus, O., Child Rescued 
After Man Attempted to 
Assault Her.

COLUMBUS, Q.,. March 5.—Held 
captive by a kidnaper who had.at- 
tempted to assault her, 10-year-old 
Martha Ford was returned to her 
parents today. | 

Suffering from the unsuccessfu 
attack, exposure to the cold weath- 
er, and bruises on her body, the 
child was removed to her home 
after receiving treatment at a hos- 
pital. 

She was found 24 hours after 
she disappeared from school. She 
told that a man lured her away 
from the school yard with a prom- 
ise of candy, and held her captive 
in a garage for many hours. 

Finally she eluded the kidnaper 
and wandered aimlessly through 
the streets until.a woman recog- 
nized her from deseriptions pub- 
lished in newspapers and broadcast 
by radio. Theewoman took the 
dazed child into her’ home and 
summoned the police. The child 
was five miles from her home when 
found. She was missing from 
shortly after noon Friday until 
shortly before noon today. Her 
mother, Mrs. Harold C. Ford, had 
carried Martha’s lunch to the 
school, and when she departed 
Martha was eating. School offi- 

cers reported the child did nof re- 
turn to her class after the lunch 
recess, and a city-wide search was 
instituted. 

Hospital doctors said the girl was 
in a highly nervous condition as a 
result of her treatment and that 
her hands were almost frozen.

NILES, O., March 5.—Jimmie de 
Jute, 12 years old, on his return 
home to his parents today after 
being in the hands of kidnapers 
since Wednesday, said to his 
grandmother: “Grandma, I 
prayed all the time they had me 
in that house.” 

The rest of Jimmie’s story was 
how two strange men grabbed him 
as he was going to school last 
Wednesday morning, hustied him 
into a little brown car and hid him 
away in a “scary’’ old place, a de- 
serted. gambling den near Youngs- 
town, where poticemen found him 
today. 

“As far as I know,.they brought 
me directly from where I was kid- 
naped to the place where the cops 
found me,” said Jimmie. “Boy, 
was I glad to see those cops!” . 

Had Plenty to Eat. 
Jimmy said he had plenty to 
eat, and that his captors treated 
him well, They even let him study 
his lessons to pass the time, he 
said. 

Attired in a fur-lined leather 
jacket, corduroy breeches and a 
“Lindbergh cap,” Jimmie said he 
did not feel the cold during his 
long stay in the deserted place. He 
was watched all the time by one of 
the men, he said, while the other 
made frequent trips in a brown 
automobile. The one who made 
the trips said he was going to see 
Jimmie’s father about ransom 
money. 

All the men talked about was 
getting money from his father, 
Jimmie said.

INOREASE IN RAIL 
BOND HOLDINGS OF 
INSURANCE F RMS 


Five Largest U. S. Com- 
panies Added $48,499,- 
499 in 1931 at Time Lines 

Were Clamoring for Aid. 


(Copyright. 1932. by the Associated Press.) 
NEW YORK, March 5.—The five 


largest American insurance com- 
panies increased their holdings of 
railsvad bonds by $48,499,499 dur- 
ing 1931. Complete figures obtained 
today show the total of such hold- 
ings Dec. 31, 1931, was $2,151,- 
952,629. 

Continued accumulation of rail- 
road bonds by the insurance com- 
panies took place at a ime when 


leading insurance executives were 
warning the Interstate Commerce 
Commission that a railroad debacle 
threatening dire consequences’ to 
the entire financial structure of the 
country would — result unless the 
railroads were given badly needed 
relief. E 

An insurance company spokes- 
man said the action was consistent. 
In the first place. he explained in- 
surance companies were not s0 
much disturbed over the eventual 
safety of their own investment in 
gilt-edge railroad bonds as they 
were over the financial situation-in 
general, should relief for the car- 
riers be withheld. Second, he said, 
it became more evident in the lat- 
ter half of the year that some re- 
lief would be given to the carriers, 
thus justifying greater confidence 
in railroad bonds. 

Many Secured by First Liens. 

The combined 1931 purchases of 
| railroad bonds by the Metropolitan, 
Prudential, New York Life, Mu- 
tual Life of New York and Equit- 
able Life insurance companies to- 
taled $113,220,498. Against this 
total there were offsets amounting 
to $64,721,000 which represented 
the year’s reduction in bond hold- 
ings, caused mostly by retirement 
of maturing bonds. This left a net 
increase of $48,499,499 in railroad 
bond holdings of the companies. 

An executive of a railroad bank- 
ing institution in Wall Street said 
the insurance company holdings 
were not in the same category as 
those of most investors. Insurance 
companies, he explained, had con- 
centrated their investments in first 
lien or underlying bonds, which are 
well secured by mortgages on the 
entire assets of railroad systems. 

“But their additional purchases 
in 1981 didn’t greatly help the gen. 
eral picture,’”’ this banker said, 
“The insurance companies didn’t 
buy any railroad refunding mort- 
gage bonds, hence, their market 
purchases didn’t contribute money 
directly to the railroads for ‘use by 
them in meeting maturities.” 

Bonds Bought at Low Price. 

The insurance companies found 
a number of attractive purchases 
‘during 1931, an authority = said.

RAIL SHIPPING DECREASES HERE 
WHILE WATER TONNAGE RISES 


Figures for 1931 and 1930 Com- 
pared in Report of Traffic 
Bureau. 

The Traffic Bureau of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has issued its an- 
nual report, showing the total 
amount of freight tonnage received 
in and shipped from St. Louis dur- 
ing 1931 by railroads and boat 
lines. Although the rail tonnage 
received in and shipped from St. 
Louis showed a decrease as com-

The total amount of freight, both 
water and rail, received in 1931 
was 34,556,811 tons, as compared 
to 42,063,723 in 1930, a decrease 
of about 18 per cent. River and rail 
tonnage shipped out of here last 
year totaled \ 26,751,461 tons, as 
compared to'32,152,714 in 1930, a 
decrease of about 17 per cent. 

Tonnage received by water in 
1931 totaled 209,864, as compared 
to 150,350 in 1930, an increase of a 
little over 39 per cent. Tonnage 
shipped out of here by barge line 
and boat amounted to 300,040, as 
compared to 135,233 in 1930, an 
increase of about 121 per cent. 

Railroad tonnage received in 
1931 totaled 34,346,947, as com- 
pared to 41,913,373 the year previ- 
ous, a decrease of about 18 per 
cent, while tonnage shipped out of 
this gateway decreased 17 per cent, 
from 32,017,481 tons in 1930 to 
26,451,421 in 1931. 

The Traffic Bureau ‘ also issued 
\ts rail tonnage report for Janu- 
ary.. During the month rail ton- 
mage received here decreased 26.35 
per cent, as compared to the same 
month last year from 3,254,277 to 
2,396,918 tons. Tonnage shipped 
decreased 28 per cent, from 2,307,- 
%42 tons to 1,643,208.

not be made upon the blanks pro- 
vided by the State of Missouri un- 
der the new State requirement for 
verified copies of Federal returns. 
Collector of Internal Revenue 
Becker said yesterday that some 
returns had been received by the 
Government on the new State 
forms, which closely resemble the 
Federal sheets, but these will be 
sent back.

silenced William Green, president 
of the American Federation of 
Labor, enlivened a mass meeting 
of labor leaders at Convention Hall 
today. 

Green could not be heard for 
several minutes as the crowd of 
men and women hissed, hooted 
and shouted for him to sit down. 
Police removed eight persons as 
ring-leaders of the disturbance. 
Hundreds of others left when the 
police warned the audience to keep 
quiet or leave. 

Green continued after-,expressing 
his dislike for “‘cows that moo and 
snakes that hiss.” 

A milder demonstration, similar 
in sentiment, greeted Gov. Pinchot’s 
mention of President Hoover, Sen- 
ator David A. Reed, and Mayor J. 
Hampton Moore of Philadelphia be- 
fore Reed rose to speak. The crowd 
booed when Pinchot quoted Mayor 
Moore as saying “there is no dis- 
tress in Philadelphia.” 
“Concentrated wealth,” Pinchot 
said, controls the Government in 
Washington and was responsible for 
the defeat of direct relief legisla- 
tion. He charged that “there are 
no party lines in Washington any 
more,” and that Senator Robinson 
of Arkansas, Democrat, is a stand- 
pat Republican “in everything but 
name” and “goes to the White 
House for orders more often than 
the Republican leader of the ad- 
ministration forces.” 

He assailed the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation as “the most 
powerful political engine ever de- 
vised,” and said that “the big boys 
were taking no chances’ when the 
provision that would have made 
public records of the corporation’s 
transactions was Rilled.

Main Fieor Balcony 
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Carnegie Institute Exhibit 
of Foreign Art to Be Shown Here 


It Will Fill Two Galleries at Museum and In- 
cludes Paintings by 157 Artists From 
16 Countries. 


As big and bewildering as a 3- 
ring circus, the foreign section of 
Carnegie Institute’s thirtieth an- 
mual exhibition of contemporary 
art will open tomorrow night at 
City Art Museum in Forest Park. 
The collection of more than 300 
canvases occupies the two large 
galleries and five smaller ones. 

Homer Saint-Gaudens, director of 
Carnegie Institute, will speak to- 
morrow night at 8:15 o'clock, dis- 
cussing the exhibition, which  re- 
turns to St. Louis after an absence 
of two years. Doors of the museum 
will be opened at 7:30 o'clock. 

Planned as “an international 
forum in which is set forth with- 
out editorial comment the latest 
news in art from each country,” 
the collection inevitably embraces 
a tremendous variety of expres- 
sion. There is room, for instance, 
for Raoul Dufy’s “‘Avenue of the 
Bois de Bologne,’’ so indifferent to 
draftsmanship, although it won 
third prize in the exhibition, that 
some may find in it a resemblance 
to something Junior did with his 
paint box when he should have 
been busy with his problems _ in 
long division. But there is room 
also for such pictures as the 
thoughtful character. study, “A 
Western Islander’ by the late Sir 
William Orpen, and the strong por- 
trait of Capt. Eckner of the Graf 
Zeppelin by the German painter, 
Eugen Sriro. 

‘Art As It Is.” 

“Art as it is, not as we might 
wish it,”’ is Saint-Gaudens’ charac- 
terization of the exhibit, expressed 
in a foreword to the catalogue. 
“We are in an era of new needs, 
new ideas, strange mechanical, so- 
cial and emotional adjustments. 
These needs and adjustments have 
formed through the ages the source 
of art. They continue to form the 
substance of art today. But art is 
fumbling in its eagerness to cope 
“with these unaccustomed actions, 
just as we fumble in other phases 
of modern life.” 

Discussing the trend, apparent in 
the exhibition, away from art as 
representative of actual objects and 
toward selection of important es- 
sential elements in subjects, Saint- 
Gaudens compares it to music, 
which appeals to the emotions 
without connection with reality or 
with what things sound like, but 
Decause of its artificial arrange- 
Inents of rhythm ang tone. 

Some modern painters, he ex- 
Plains, “see no reason why a paint- 
ing should be forced to hang itself 
on the hook of reality any-more 
than an overture; why the virtue 
of picture making should hinge 
upon what things look like. Such 
artists claim that they can obtain 
their most refined emotions by 
completely divorcing pure combina- 
tions of color and form from the 
restrictions of the realities of na- 
ture. 

Most Popular Painting Here. 

“The difficulty 1s that for us to 
Judge artists such as Beckmann of 
Germany, who are trying to paint 
‘eolor and form unrelated to actual 
facts, aS we judge musicians who 
Play a symphony unrelated to 
actyal noise, we must first have 
an instinctive inherited affinity for 
the artist’s scale in line and pig- 
meént, even as we have obtained an 
emotional affinity for the octave 
division of sound in ‘Western 
music. 

“The public could meet these re- 
quirements, if they wished to, were 
it not for the fact that these ab- 
stract painters, each in his search 
for expression, are all trying to 
eet up different scales, none of 
which are related to any of the oth- 
ers, and none of which are sub- 
consciously familiar to the public 
at large.” 

Under the circumstances, it is 
mot difficult to understand why 
critics who saw the full exhibition, 
American as well as European 
Peintings, at Pittsburg, found much 
to dissent from in the awards of 
the judges. Although five of the 
seven major prizes were won by 
American artists not represented in 
the present exhibition, the second 
and third prize winners and the 
painting voted most popular by 
those who saw the original exhibi- 
tion are here. 

Second prize was won by the 
Italian, Mario Sironi, with “Fish- 
ermen,” two heavy figures before a 
small boat examining their catch. 
Dufy, winner of third prize with 
“The Avenue of Bois de Boulogne,” 
is represented by that picture and 
another in the same style, ‘“‘The 
Painter and His Model.” 

Pictures by 157 Artists. 

The most pdpular painting at 
Pittsburg was ‘“‘Susanna” by the 
Italian, Alessandro Pomi. It is a 
nude figure of a young girl with 
arms upraised to shield her face. 

In all there are 329 pictures by 
167 artists representing 16 coun- 
tries of Europe. 

The French section, with 59 
paintings, is the largest and most 
interesting as France is considered 
the forerunner in the development 
of new trends in art. It is installed 
in the large west gallery. Includ- 
ed in it are three paintings from 
the brush of Andre Derain, three 
from Matisse, a Picasso, three of 
Andre Dunoyer de Segonzac and 
three by Paul Signac. Others rep- 
resented are Henry Eugene le 
Sidaner, Jacqueline Marval, Jean 
I#uis Forain, Pierre Roy, Edouard 
Vuillard and Pierre Bonnard. 

Derain’s paintings are two land- 
scapes and a portrait of a woman 
in a lace dress. Three pictures of 
Matisse’s shapeless women before 
varying color backgrounds are his 
frontribution. Picasso’s is a large 
BbSstraction, painted in 1919, called 


seum’s permanent collection. The

“The Window,” and Forain’s three 
paintings are of ballet girls. 

England's 54 paintings are hung 
in the large east gallery. These, 
with the exception of three pic- 
tures by Paul Nash, are represen- 
tative of a more conventional 
school. The English group  in- 
cludes Philip Connard, Colin Gill, 
Harold Knight, Sir John Lavery, 
Sir William Orpen, who died dur- 
ing the past year, Ernest Proctor, 
A. K. Lawrence and others. 

The Polish Group. 

Conspicuous in this section are 
Proctor’s stylized allegorical paint- 
ing of “Love and Beéeauty;” an in- 
terior view called ‘‘Bric-a-brac”’ 
by Knight, which makes interest- 
ing use of lights and shadows; 
Connard’s portrait of a boy with a | 
bird; .Lavery’s equestrian subject 
and picture of the Riviera; and 
Orpen’s two portraits and a nude. 

In the Polish group of 138 paint- 
ings interest attaches to Wladys- 
law Jarocki’s picture of a vaga- 
bond, reminiscent of Zuloaga’s 
“Hermit,” which is in the mu- 


figure of a bearded old man in 
tattered garments, is shown lean- 
ing heavily on his staff. Tamara 
de Lempicka, who won the most 
popular painting contest when the 
Carnegie exhibition was here last, 
is represented by a nude, depicting 
the figure in geometric patterns. 

There are 32 paintings in the 
German section, including three of 
Beckmann’s powerful canvases, 
which some critics described as 
almost brutal, and Capt. Eckner’s 
portrait by Spiro, which shows the 
adventurous aviator at ease, seated 
in a chair in civilian clothes, a 
pipe in one hand and an uplifted 
eyebrow giving a quizzical expres- 
sion to his face. 

Three large sombre paintings by 
Jose Guiterrez Solana. dominate 
the Spanish section. “Ash Wednés- 
day Procession,” “The Offering” 
and “Mariners” are all grim, fore- 
boding pictures. 

The Italian group includes the 
two prize winners by Sironi and 
Pomi, and little else that inter- 
ested the critics. 

Paintings by Russians. 
A striking picture in the Austrian 


by Ferdinand Kitt, showing the 
guests seated at a long tabie in 
modern «costume, and on the left 
Christ and the Virgin in their tra- 
ditional robes. In the foreground 
@ servant is pouring water into 
mugs, and the right arm of Christ 
is extended toward him, indicating 
that the miracle of the transforma- 
tion of water into wine is about to 
take place. 

There are 13 paintings by Rus- 
sian artists, most of them lent by 
the Soviet Union for Cultural Rela- 
tions with Foreign Countries. These 
reflect Russia’s new interest in in- 
dustry and the machine. The sub- 
jects are harvesting wheat on a co- 
operative farm, sowing seed at 
night, a cotton mill, the first dirig- 
ible of the Soviets, hay making, 
and similar topics, all depicting 
Russia as a bee hive of activity. 

The other countries represented 
are Holland, Poland Switzerland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Hungary, Bel- 
gium, Norway and Sweden.

Germany’s unemployed now ex- 
ceed 6,000,000 while Italy admits 
officially 909,234 as against 556,- 
481 of a year ago. Countries 
where unemployment has more 
than doubled since December, 
1930 are Denmark, Holland, Can- 
ada, Esthonia and Jugo-Slavia. 
The figures are based largely 
upon Government registers and 
unemployment relief records. Only 
those workers who are receiving 
aid or insurance are counted, con- 
sequently the actual figures prob- 
ably are larger than revealed. 


Least Troubled Nations. 
The Irish Free State and Japan 


are the two countries least affect- 
ed. Dublin reports 25,622 unem- 
ployed, a gain of three per cent 
over last year. Japan has eight 
per cent more idle than a year 
ago, about six per cent of her 
working classes being unemployed 
according to latest official calcu- 
lations.

In recent weeks, how- 
ever unemployment has actually 
been falling, although this in part 
may be due, the report points out, 
to alteration in the Unemployment 
Insurance Acts rather than to a 
bettering of industrial conditions. 

One fact that emerges from the

world-wide. Non-European coun- 
tries, especially, show increases in 
unemployed. Aside from New 
Zealand’s gain of 184 per cent 
Canada shows 80 per cent more 
idle, Australia, 35 per cent and 
the United States 30 per cent over 
last year. No figures as to num- 
bers of unemployed in the United 
States have been obtained by the 
Labor Bureau, except an estimate 
that 20 per cent of its workers 
are idle today. 

Increases in other countries in 
unemployment during the past 12 
months are as follows: Austria, 
12 per cent; Denmark, 52 _ per 
cent; Holland, 92 per cent; Swit-

Tasks Undertaken by Cities. 
In Italy the Ministry of Public 


Works provided funds for employ- 
ment of 268,393 workers on com- 
munications: and land develop- 
ments. The municipalities of Mi- 
lan, Turin, Genoa and Naples have 
started public works employing 
23,000 persons; expenditure of 
285,000,000 lire being provided 
for in Naples, Milan and Genoa 
alone. According to Lavor Fas-

Before he was 30 he went to 
the Texas legislature, where he 
introduced just one bill. It pro- 
vided for dividing Texas into five 
States. An orator arose and said: 
“You may divide the mountains 
and plains, you may divide the 
rivers and forests, you may even 
divide the men and women of 
Texas; but how—how, sir, would 
you divide the Alamo?” That 
was the end of the bill, but Gar- 
ner has never abandoned the idea. 
He resurrected it two years ago. 

There was a reapportionment 
after the 1900 census, and a new 
congressional district was created 
which included Uvalde County and 
some 200 miles of Mexican border. 
Some laughter was heard when 
Garner announced his candidacy 
for the new seat, but he stumped 
the district on a mustang, and 
was nominated by the Democratic 
convention on the 104th ballot. 
That was his last serious fight. 

If Garner’s lungs ever were ail- 
ing, they healed long ago, despfte 
the miasmic climate of Washing- 
ton. At the age of 62 everything 
about him betokens physical and 
mental toughness. His face is the 
leathery red of the plains, with 
cold light blue eyes, hooked nose, 
shaggy eyebrows, a round head 
thickly thatched with coarse curl- 
ing white hair, and a narrow 
moutl which curls resolutely 
downward. His voice is high but 
clear and penetrating. 


Secret of Quiet Rule. 


His vigor and picturesqueness in 
debate, his fiery and colorful man- 
ner, gave him a formidable repu- 
tation as a rough-and-tumble 
fighter. He thinks fast on his 
feet, and hits hard. But those 
who know him best regard this as 
an incomplete picture, and I thor- 
oughly agree with them. 

Behind his colorful exterior is 
@ Canny and methodical mind, a

tremendous volume of well-assort- 
ed information, and complete self- 
possession. No man in Washing- 
ton has a greater faculty for mak- 
ing decisions without consulting 
anyone. He has complete reliance 
on his own judgment. When it 
became evident he would be elect- 
ed Speaker, he was deluged at 
Uvalde with long-distance tele- 
phone calls from personages in 
Washington and New York who 
wished to give advice—and obtain 
information. He had the tele- 
phone disconnected. He has a gift 
for saying “‘no”’ without making 
enemies. 

“He rules us with an fron 
hand,’’ remarked a Democratic 
committee chairman recently, 
“but we can always count on a 
square deal.”’ 

And, indeed, with a bare major- 
ity, he has guided the House as 
smoothly and noiselessly this ses- 
sion as the Republicans did with 
a margin of a hundred votes at 
their command. His power seems 
to lie in his political and par- 
liamentary sagacity, his extraor- 
dinary knowledge of legislation, 
his reputation for fairness and 
candor, and the implicit confi- 
dence which his followers have in 
his courage and ability. There 
has been nothing synthetic in his 
leadership. 

Most people have heard of the 
friendship between Garner and the 
late Republican Speaker, Nicholas 
Longworth. Toward the end of 
the legislative day, after denounc- 
ing each other roundly on the 
House floor, they would slip quiet- 
ly from the chamber, and amble 
arm-in-arm down the Capitol cor- 
ridors to a blank door to which 
only themselves and the janitor 
had keys. There was little secre- 
cy about it. Longworth liked a 
highball, but Garner always takes 
it straight. He prefers rye, but 
can use a little corn if it is extra 
good. 


Prohibition, Taxes, Tariffs. 

There is much speculation about 
his present stand on prohibition. 
He voted against the eighteenth 
amendment, but voted for the 
Volstead and Jones laws. When 
the question was put to him re- 
cently he did not answer directly. 
What his attitude would be if he 
were nominated for Presfdent can 
only be conjectured. Concerning 
his personal belief, I have no 
doubt whatever. He believes very 
deeply that prohibition should be 
left to the respective States. Yet 
William G. McAdoo has come out 
for him. 

Taxes and tariffs are his spe- 
cilalty. He probably knows moré 
about taxation than any member 
of Congress. After Ogden L. Mills, 
the present Secretary of the 
Treasury, left the House, the Re- 
publicans had nobody who could 
cope with Garner on the subject 


in debate, and Mills was hard put 


to hold his own. 

Garner wrecked the famous 
Mellon tax plan in 1924 when its 
passage seemed assured. Enter- 
ing office after the war, Secretary 
Mellon found that with wartime 


expenditures disappearing and 
revenues increasing enormously, 
the Government could afford to 
reduce taxes. This discovery so 
astounded the country that Mel- 
lon was hailed as a second Ham- 
ilton, and business and the press 
joined almost unanimously in de- 
manding that Congress enact his 
bill without laying one profaning 
hand on ‘it. 


Put One Over on Mellon. 

When the bill was read in the 
Ways and Means Committee, Gar- 
ner snorted, said some things 
which would better not be repeat- 
ed, and departed for his office. On 
the following morning he returned 
with a complete new Dill. 

Mr. Mellon had proposed that 
the largest reductions should be 
in taxes on the largest incomes. 
For example, he proposed to grant 
a 39 per cent reduction in the 
taxes on incomes of $200,000 a 
year, and a 25 per cent reduction 
in taxes on incomes of $5000 a 
year. Garner’s bill reversed the 
process. Mellon predicted that if 
Garner’s substitute were adopted 
there would be a deficit of $300,- 


000,000 in the Treasury at the 
end of the year, After a bitter 
and protracted battle it was 


adopted, and at the end of the 
year there was a surplus of $600,- 
000,000 in the Treasury. 

“Uncle Andy may not be the 
greatest Secretary since Hamil- 
ton,’” said Garner, “but he cer- 
tainly is the only Secretary who 
ever missed his guess by $900,- 
000,000.” 

Garner’s dislike for Mellon was 
profound. He repeatedly de- 
nounced the Secretary’s practice 
of secretly granting huge tax re- 
funds to wealthy persons and 
great corporations, and published 
a long list of individuals who had 
contributed heavily to Republican 
campaign funds after receiving 
large tax refunds. He charged 
Mellon with juggling figures and 
with attempting to deceive the 
country. 
that Mellon's decision to take the 
London Ambassadorship was part- 
ly due to Garner's election as 
Speaker. If the Secretary had re- 
mained the House certainly would 
have investigated his department. 
It may do so yet. 


Liberal, Yet Conservative. 

Garner’s friends describe him 
as a Progressive Democrat. They 
cite his record on taxation, his 
support of the Norris bill for 
Government operation of, Muscle 
Shoals, his advocacy of the Norris 
lame duck amendment—now fi- 
nally approved by Congress—his 
fight on the Fordney-MeCumber 
and Hawley-Smoot tariffs. It was 
disclosed during the Senate Jobby 
investigation that the Insull in- 
terests had contributed $1000 to 
an organization which sought 
defeat Garner for re-election in 
1928. 

Yet it was bis consent which 
permitted passage of the bill cre-

Under the proposed amendment, after the President is elected 


he will assume office Jan. 20, instead of March 4. 


The new Con- 


gress will assume its duties the January following its election in 


November, instead of waiting for 


the following December, which is 


a year and a month between its election and the time it actually be- 


gins to function. 


This proposed amendment has 
to be submitted to the 48 states 
for adoption. It will require the 
approval of 36 states before it be- 
comes a part of the constitution. 

Undoubtedly 140 years ago it 
was convenient enough for legis- 
lative exigencies of the times that 
the President should wait until 
March 4 to take office and it was 
evidently just as well that Con- 
gress met 13 months after having 
been chosen by the people. 

What seems incongruous today 
is that, even after the new Con- 
gress was elected, the old Con- 
gress still held office and con- 
tinued to enact legislation even 
though on occasions the electors, 
by choosing Senators and Repre- 
sentatives of the opposite party, 
had clearly shown that they were 
not wanted. 

This change of sentiment in the 
country could find no concrete 
act in legislation until 13 months 
had passed unless the President 
deemed it fit to call the new 
Congress in extraordinary session, 
which could not occur until sev- 
eral months after election. 


Old World Has Speedier Action 

This latter feature seems far 
stranger in Europe than in Amer- 
ica because both in Great Britain 
and on the continent as soon as 
the electorate has decided for a 
change in the administration, the 
old Parliament ceases to function 
and the newly-electea one is ready 
to take up the reins of govern- 
ment. In this way public busi- 
ness is speeded up and responds 
more quickly to the popular turn. 

The parliamentary system at its 
best is slow and unwieldy. There 
is the weighing of interests, 
claims, and counter-claims and the 
whole mechanism of election 
transactions and compromises 
which must be endured before 
Parliament is elected. 

When it sits a whole mass of 
subjects must be gone over again 
and must be passed by both 
Houses. Endless wrangling and 
debate accompanies the passage of 
each measure so that before we 
reach a final decision on any vi- 
tal measure months may elapse, 
perhaps years. It took years to 
secure the passage of such human- 
itarilan measures as workmen’s 
compensation. 

Times have changed to become 
awe-inspiring in their rapidity. 
We have made a pact with speed 
in this age and it is ruling us. 
Today it takes but hours to get 
from one place to another, where 
a century and a half ago it took 
days. We can talk around the 
world in an instant. The temper 
of life has been quickened in all 
its branches, These are days of 
radio, airplanes and photo-electric 
cells. We have assimilated the 
automobile, electricity and tele- 
phone, while the’ steam engine 
seems to stand on the threshold 
of obsoleteness. There must be 
speed in government, too. 


Breaking Down of Castes. 


Government, too, and, by a cu- 
rious paradox, it was the nine- 
teenth century which started the 
same speed in technological com- 
petence and the division of labor. 


tO | rt was the nineteenth century, too, 


which muddled it all, and while 
creating the great industrial civ“ 
ilization in which we live, turned 
false that creation in the highest 
field of all—namely, politics, the 
summing up of all spiritual effort 
and social relations of mankind. 


, 
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When everything is said, it still 
remains to be said that everything 
turns and pivots and depends on 
science and politics. 

Of course, historically speak- 
ing, this apparent contradiction is 
explained by the necessity of 
breaking up all closed castes 
which had become idle and there- 
fore obsolete about the time of 
the French Revolution. 

The aristocracy was a closed 
caste of politicians having an 
hereditary King at its head. Only 
occasionally and even seldom was 
it possible for an outsider to 
come into office—Mazarifo, the 
fisherman’s son, or the bourgeois 
Colbert in France. 

It required the genius of Dis- 
raeli and the strong will of Queen 
Victoria to break the oligarchy of 
the few genteel families who ruled 
England from William the Con- 
querer to the Victorian age with 
the sole exception of the Crom- 
wellian revolution, 


Value of “‘Big Stick” 

Venice, Germany, Austria and 
Spain had their closed castes 
headed by a sovereign. These 
were able to decide with secrecy 
and speed, even though later they 
might be forced to explain their 
actions. It is far more efficient 
to have a responsible central au- 
thority than to allow a Power or 
state to become fragmentary and 
therefore irresponsible among the 
various groups of politicians who 
are bound by necessity to please 
their fickle constituencies. 

America, even in this day, has 
maintained the sound tradition of 
placing the responsible head at the 
top. .This puts to shame the de- 
generate work of Byzantine par- 
liamentarianism, Elective bodies 
can be considered chiefly as con- 
sultative bodies. The most impor- 
tant function in American govern- 
ment is the election of the Presi- 
dent, in whom is vested chief ex- 
ecutive power. 

It was the “big stick” of Wasb- 
ington, Lincoln, Roosevelt and 
Wilson, which gave direction to 
law and laid out a policy for the 
future. Great enterprises in the 
political field were not lost in 
endiess talk, procrastination, and 
the whining of politicians. 

The necessity for such respon- 
sibility and quickness of decision 
was never greater than today. 
Great wealth and prosperity, oc- 
casioned by the advent of steam 
and electricity and modern ma- 
chinery permitted almost any 
amount of waste and made mis- 
government of little or. no import,

The President refused to do so, and 
was upheld by the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia. The forthcoming decision will be a sig- 
nificant passage in the long history of the struggle 
between the executive and legislative departments of 
the Government. 


reapportionments were vetoed by Governors. In New 
York, the Legislature passed a concurrent resolution 
on reapportionment which was not submitted to the 
Governor. In Illinois, a reapportionment bill signed by 
the Governor was declared unconstitutional by the 
State Supreme Court because the new districts are 
not “compact, contiguous and of the same popula- 
tion.” The Minnesota case is set for argument during 
the week of March 14, and it is expected that the Su- 
preme Court ruling in this case will be sufficiently 
broad to apply to other cases. It may furnish the 
key to Missouri’s dilemma. 

Justice Cardozo’s presence may be necessary to 
provide a quorum in the packers’ consent decree case, 
since Justices Hughes and Sutherland were attorneys 
for the packers in the original case, and Justice 
Stone was Attorney-General. By the packers’ consent 
decree of 1920, packers were enjoined from wholesal- 
ing food products, except meats, and were excluded 
from retail food distribution. The decree was modi- 
fied by the Supreme Court of the District of Colum- 
bia to permit packers to engage in wholesaling gro- 
ceries and canned goods. The wholesale grocers and 
the Government are appealing from this decision, and 
the Supreme Court’s ruling will have an important 
bearing on the future of food distribution. 

A controversy between the Senate and the Presi- 
dent will soon be heard by the court. It involves the 
right of George Otis Smith to the office of member

A case precipitated by Alfalfa Bill Murray con- 
cerns the validity of the Oklahoma Oil Curtailment 
Act. It is claimed the operation of the law consti- 
tutes price fixing and deprives the oil producer of his 
property by denying him the right to produce oil in 
excess of allowable production under the Oklahoma 
statute. Oklahoma justifies the law on the ground 
that it conserves a natural resource of the State and 
safeguards the schools, supported: by oil taxes. 

From Texas comes a case concerning the right 
of Negro citizens to vote in Democratic primary elec- 
tions, in view of a State law which says that polit 
ical parties have the power to prescribe the qualifi- 
cation of their own members. Another Oklahoma 
case involves the right of the Federal Government 
to impose an income tax upon profits derived from 
operation of an Oklaboma oil and gas lease on Indian 
lands. The court is called upon to say whether a per- 
son charged with unlawful importation of liquor 
should be prosecuted under the dry laws or under 
the tariff laws of 1922; whether a state gross receipts 
tax may be imposed upon royalties from copyrights; 
whether California could include interest from cer- 
tain tax-exempt securities in the basis of its cor- 
porate franchise tax. '

In the year 51 A. D., the great tunnel which was 
to drain the Alban Lake was completed, and the Em- 
peror Claudius celebrated it with a characteristic 
Roman spectacle.

The Plunder of Chicago 


Rule of professional politicians and gangsters has led to graft and inefficiency that have 
virtually bankrupted Chicago; rackets costly to people include taa rebating, sale of 
city jobs and such swindles as exposed in Sanitary District; behind all this corrup- 
tion stands control by utilities, which must be ended to accomplish real reform. 


HICAGO probably presents the perfect 
C example of the apparently incurable in- 

ability of Americans to conduct their 
public affairs with even a modicum of hon- 
esty and efficiency, For years its munici- 
pal funds have been squandered far faster 
than they could be collected, despite the 
fact that taxes have increased 60 per cent 
since 1925. The city now spends $260,000,- 
_ 000 annually—more than it cost to conduct 
the Federal Government four decades agg. 

The real big dough racket in Chicago—to 
use the parlance of the underworld—is run, 
not by gangsters, but by professional! politi- 
cians, and, in the amounts of money 
mulcted from the public, these “respecta- 
ble” law breakers make the vice-mongers 
look like penny-ante pikers. It has been es- 
timated that the graft from all of the many 
overlapping governments within Chicago 
and Cook County runs close to $75,000,000 
annually—and this does not include the mil- 
lions which the gangsters pay for protection. 

Ever since Charles T. Yerkes, that truly 
magnificent pirate, sought to combine all 
the Chicago trolley lines under a 50-year 
charter back in 1897, and purchased a ma- 
jority of the City Council as the first step 
in his program, the traction interests have 
dominated Chicago. Now the electric light 
and power and gas companies are under 
the same ownership as the street cars and 
busses, and these allied pyblic utilifies con- 
trol both parties. The Chicago-Cook Coun- 
ty political ring is essentially bi-partisan. A 
University of Chicago professor once re- 
marked, “The Democratic and Republican 
parties here are merely the two wings of 
the same bird of prey.” 

— & ~ 

The 55,000 office holders, with their fam- 
ilies and friends, aided by the 50,000 gang- 
sters whom Chicago harbors, form a com- 
pact army of voters which can always be 
depended upon to swing behind the boss- 
picked nominees, If mere numbers fail, the 
precinct captains are prompt to resort to 
ballot-box stuffing and intimidation. Thus 
there is little if any prospect that the de- 
cent element of Chicago will ever rid the 
city of the political machine which is riding 
the taxpayers like the Old Man of the Sea. 
To make matters worse, Chicago and 
Cook County are powerless to reconstruct 
their governmental structure without the 
consent of the Illinois Legislature, and the 
same public utility interests which have 
corrupted Chicago also contro] the entire 
State. They want no change in the existing 
situation. Through a Yotten borough sys- 
tem which is thoroughly unrepresentative, 
the rural legislators continue to deny more 
than half the people of the State the priv- 
ilege of self-government. Chicago politi- 
clans help perpetuate this bucolic tyranny 
because they realize that home rule must be 
the first step toward any real reform. 
The friendly coalition between the Chi- 
cago politicians and the down-State legisia- 
tors was exposed in startling fashion in 
1929, when it was discovered that 60 mem- 
bers of the State Assembly were on the pay- 
roll of the Chicago Sanitary District for 
“legal services,” and “expert fees,” or as 
“investigators.” It was proved that most 
of these legislators performed no services 
whatsoever in return for their thinly dis- 
guised bribes, which totaled $1,606,400 dur- 
ing three sessions of the Assembly.

payrolls and forge the names of phantoms, 
Chicago’s politicians do not overlook the 
revenue to be derived from the sale of ap- 
pointive positions. Hundreds of posts in 
the city and county are purchased at an 
average price of from one to two years’ sal- 
ary. It is assumed, of course, that the per- 
quisites of office will speedily recoup the 
initial outlay of the purchaser. 

Tax rebating has attained big proportions 
in Chicago. It is made easy because of the 
numberous independent political units, all 
with the right to impose separate levies. 
The system seems to have been designed de- 
liberately to facilitate fraud. Not only 
clerks but members of the board habitually 
participated in tax hijacking. 

= - * 


In a single year, the values of Loop prop- 
erty were reduced $116,000,000, and in the 
entire city the reduction in assessed values 
was close to $500,000,000. In the great ma- 
jority of cases, the politicians and fixers in- 
sisted upon fees amounting to one-fourth of 
the amount actually saved to the taxpayer. 

The big public utilities were the chief 
beneficiaries. Their contributions were 
made in the shape of campaign funds. Some 
of them paid taxes on approximately one- 
fifth of the value of their property. Banks, 
too, virtually avoided taxation on personal 
property. This, of course, threw a propor- 
tionately heavier burden upon. the smaller 
business men and home owners. There was 
no publicity of tax assessments and nobody 
knew what taxes his neighbor was paying. 
The politicians fattened on this systein, but 
to many a poor devil, striving ‘to meet in- 
stalhments on a home, the extra burden 
meant skimped milk rations for his chil- 
dren. 

Chicago finally revolted against secret as- 
sessments, and after a long and bitter fight, 
the Legislature two years ago compelled the 
Chicago tax-gatherers to publish assess- 
ments so that values could be compared. A 
re-assessment also was ordered. The profes- 
sional politicians knew this spelled the end 
of a very profitable racket and they re- 
sisted. The matter wag taken into the 
courts, which finally sustained the Legisla- 
ture. But, in the meantime, there was one 
year in which no taxes at all were collected 
—and this partly explains why Chicago is 
now bankrupt. 

Tens of thousands of home owners are 
facing foreclosure. Rents naturally go up 
with taxes. Shopkeepers and smal] busi- 
ness men—who are compelled to contribute 
to the racketeers as well ag to the political 
gsrafters—are finding it increasingly difficult 
to make both ends meet. Now that as- 
sessments must be published, and it is not 
so easy for the owners of banks, hotels and 
business blocks to shift the burden of taxa- 
tion, the bigger property owners are also 
beginning to complain.

It may be said for Chicago, however, that 
though corrupt it has never been contented. 
The city has always had militant groups 
who saw clearly the trend of events, and at 
least exposed the steals which they could 
not prevent.

The question is becoming in- 
creasingly more acute as to wheth- 
er the parilamentary system has 
not failed to meet these modern 
needs and changing situations. The 
slowness with which the pariia- 
mentary system functions does not 
fit into the present dash forward 
which the world is making. 

The last 100 years have seen 
revolutionary changes in political 
concepts and economic theory. 
There have been more abrupt turns 
than in all previous centuries. The 
world has become at least ma- 
terlally an “easier place to live in 


where workmen can enjoy new 
luxuries which were denied even 
the nobility in centuries past. 

With this onward march in 
which a multitude of forces—so- 
cial, economic, political and scien- 
tific—operate to increase the need 
for rapid adjustment, we are still 
trying in the midst of a host of 
parliamentary systems to bring or- 
der into the complicated mechan- 
ism. 


Where Hesitation Is an Evil. 


If the Government is to stand 
as arbiter to dispense justice to 
rich and poor and order these 
forces so that they will bring as 
much happiness as possible to all, 
the Government must be in a po- 
sition to maneuver quickly and, if 
possible, set these forces right so 
that all may profit by any adjust- 
ment that brings happiness and, 
by the same authority, prevent a 
maladjustment which might bring 
unhappiness and suffering. 

Today, along broad lines of the 
world’s activity we have at our dis- 
posal all the information we have 
need of concerning the availabil- 
ity of economic goods. At least 
it is sufficient to give us a clear 
indication of where there is eco- 
nomic power and where there is 
weakness. 

We know without any fear of er- 
ror that there is overwhelming, 
even crushing, economic potential- 
ity in the United States, and we 
know that both England and Ger- 
many will be forced to fight hard 
to maintain their economic posi- 
tion in the face of strong American 
com petition. 

Yet, when these nations legislate, 
the foresight which is available to 
al] dissipate in a maze of parlia- 
mentary procedure when great de- 
cisions are to be made. England 
has her own case to decide. It has 
taken her more than 30 years to 
come to the decision that she now 
needs a tariff. 

The mass is slow to change and 
too often changes only when driven 
to the point of desperation, only 
perhaps later to discover that the 
decision was wrong. Slogans of 
conservative demagogues keep the 
mass to worn-out methods: on the 
other hand, slogans of radica] dem- 
agogues force them to changes the 
consequences of which they are 
wholly incapable of judging. 


World’s Big Problem Today. 


Just as some politicians claim al! 
credit for good crops, other politi- 
cians will blame their opponents for 
hard times. In the whole effort 
for progress in Government there Is 
the staying and hindering influence 
of selfish groups and individuals. 

The mass is first of all concerned 


while we are arriving at the point 


about its economic well-being. 


~ {This is the first requisite for keep- 


ing the people happy. Herein lies 
the great problem in this present 
world-wide depression. 

The unemployed are the greatest 
question facing the world today. 
Tariffs, disarmament, reparations, 
war debts, are only parts of the 
general subject. We must first 
seek the relief of misery and suf- 
fering. Then the added luxuries 
of intellectual research, the arts 
and sciences, which modern life 
can well afford, can be extended 
and increased. 

‘Often have I sald that unless we 
meet the problem of this growing 
unrest the future will continue to, 
get darker and darker. The masses 
are crying out everywhere for 
work and they know what forces 
are withholding economic security 
from them. To continue to give 
them hope without fulfillment will 
surely lead to desperation in time 
and then we will witness countries 
completely out of the hands of 
their rulers. 

Can Governments today accept 
the challenge? The mass has 
placed its faith in them and is 
expecting economic restoration. Are 
the Governments today praying for 
manna to fall from Heaven? 


Times Demand Quick Decisions 

The Governments had better be- 
ware, for in these modern times we 
have found that nations do not live 
from crops alone and that manna 
will not fall from Heaven for 
those who evade their responsibil- 
ities. If we are waiting for nature 
to take its course the patient may 
easily die, especially since he is 
now afflicted with increasing pain, 
higher fever, and reduced breath- 
ing. 

The times demand quicker and 
more decisive action. Just as the 
American people have found it nec- 
essary to change their Constitution 
to bring their Government closer to 
the people, so the situation today 
screams out that it is necessary to 
meet problems early and decisive- 
ly.* A Government must be able 
to manage and direct so as to cope 
with constantly changing social, 
economic and industrial forces 
which have made the present age 
the powerful civilization it Is. 

We cannot fasten a wornout par- 
liamentary machine upon the shin- 
ing newness and relentless rapidity 
of our world today. The Govern- 
ment should promote and not deter 
the happiness of its people. Gov- 
ernment organization should not be 
a bridle to the good that constantly 
comes out of our technological 
progress. 

It ought to be the great adjuster, 
insuring smoothness to all the parts 
of the national productive power so 
as to insure that all classes of the 
population gain from the advance- 
ment which the genius of the pres-. 
ent century has created.

000,000,000 of public funds to cor- 
porations without disclosing their 
identity; he supported the Glass- 
Steagall bill, designed to inflate the 
currency and to enable banks to 
borrow from the Federal Reserve 
on collateral heretofore ineligible. 

Moreover, he has now declared 
in favor of a general sales tax, dé- 
scribed by economists as “an up- 
side-down income tax’’ because the 
smaller the income the greater the 
percentage that goes for taxes. Not 
even Secretary Mellon advocated a 
general sales tax, although he 
urged a selective tax which would 
have exempted the bare necessities 
of life. Garner’s surprising deci- 
sion is attributed to his determina- 
tion to balance the budget at all 
costs. 

Garner undoubtedly regards him- 
self as ‘‘a man of the people.” He 
feels a distinct kinship with those 
who work for a living. He has an 
obvious antipathy toward “Wall 
Street” and “Big Business.” But 
he has many of the characteristics 
of a hard-headed country banker— 
and he is one. At bottom, I am 
confident, he is a thoroughly con- 
servative man. : 


Frijoles and Silk Hats. 


On his thousands of Texas acres 
grow cattle, sheep, homair goats, 
bees and pecans. The goats live 
on the coarser desert vegetation, 
and the bees obtain honéy from the 
blue bonnet, official State flower. 
The Garner residence is the largest 
in Uvalde, and stands in a pecan 
grove. He loves to take @ siesta in 
the afternoon under a pecan tree.

When in Texas Garner rides 
over into Mexico to hunt deer and 
bear. He rides like a cowboy. 

His Washington home is a mod- 
est suite in a large downtown 
hotel. He usually goes to bed at 
9, arises at 5:30, and is at his desk 
by 7:30. When the weather is fair 
he and Mrs. Garner walk the mile 
from the hotel to the foot of Cap- 
itol Hill, and then take @ taxi to 
the top. He drinks one cup of 
coffee at breakfast, and takes 


he owns so-many goats, I inquired 
whether he emulated Gandhi by 
drinking goat’s milk. Mrs. Garner 
said she never heard of it. She 
would if he did. 

He is fond of Mexican dishes, 
especially frijoles, and Mrs. Garner 
often prepares them for lunch over 
& small gas burner in the Speak- 
er’s office. She had a little cup- 
board built there. Good frijoles 
are hard to find in Washington res- 
taurants, I am told. When the 
Speaker needs a new suit, Mrs.

This is but one of the hundreds of instances 
where Rogers has performed in a like manner towards the cause of 
humanity.

He chews 
gum all the time, the reason for it being his desire to keep from 
smoking,

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COURT UPHOLDS CITY 
PAVING SPECIFICATIONS 


Supreme Bench Rules It May 
Require Use of Patent © 
Asphalt Mixer. 


Specification of a patented rotary 
mixer in the preparation of asphalt 
for city street pavements was up- 
held by the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri, at Jefferson City yesterday, 
in deciding a taxpayer’s sult in 
favor of the city. 

While the Court recognized that 
the law requires competitive bid- 
ding on public works, it stated the 
exception that a patented or mo- 
nopolistic process or article may 
be specified by the city if, in the 
judgment_of city officials, “it is of 
such exceptional superiority that it 
would be a public injury not to 
use it.” 

The Board of Public Service con- 
ducted tests and hearings and de- 
cided on the rotary mixér speci- 
fication last June after finding that 
this mixer “produced a superior 
paving at a less cost,” the decision 
said, The court held that competi- 
tive bidding was possible under 
this specification because a licensee 
of the mixer had offered to supply 
other contractors with mixed ma- 
terials upon payment of a royalty 
of 25 cents a ton. 

As the city has used up to 60,000 
tons of asphalt a year in paving, 
the royalty charge might amount 
to $15,000 a year.

“low noise” tube, has been ex- 
hausted to a billionth atmospheric 
pressure compared with the vacuum 
in the ordinary tube in which the 
gas pressure is one-millionth of an 
atmosphere. It is designed to re- 
duce noise between 100 and 1000 
fold, making possible measureé- 
ments of voltages as small as a 
mifionth of a volt, and detection 
of voltages 10 times smaller at any 
frequency up to a million or more 
cycles per second.

KSD will begin its eleventh year 
with a record of more than 21,000 
hours of programs, equivalent to a 
continuous broadcast of 24 hours a 
day for two years and nearly five 
months. In the period between 
June 26, 1922, and Aug. 21, 1923, 
a total of 2667 persons took part 
in KSD’S studio programs. These 
included 223 vocal soloists, 232 
pianists, 178 speakers and 40 or- 
chestras and 18 bands. Many of 
the artists and speakers were of 
international prominence. 

Year by year KSD’S activities 
expanded until in 1926 when it had 
virtually exhausted the possibilities 
of worth while local programs, it 
arranged for broadcasting national 
network programs. Since then 
KSD’s service to this part of the 
Middle West has continually ex- 
panded. Hardly a week passes but 
events of national and internation- 
al importance are carried by it. 

KSD ranks among the really im- 
portant pioneer broadcasters, hav- 
ing played a part in developing 
practices that teday are commvn- 
places of broadcasting. For exam- 
ple. information gathered by the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
in supplying wire and amplifier 
service to KSD for broadcasts from 
the stages of the Grand Central and 
Missouri Theaters was later used 
in Organization of the first chain 
service in this country—that of the 
network which now is known as 
the NBC.

To facilitate liquidation of the 
closed Vandeventer National Bank, 
the Comptroller of the Currency at 
Washington has directed Receiver 
Joseph I. Holland to collect from 
the stockholders, numbering about 
100, assessments of 100 per cent of 
the par value of their stock. This 
is the full extent of their liability 
under the national banking laws, 
which provide that if capital and 
assets of a national bank in liquida- 
tion are insufficient to pay deposi- 
tors and other creditors in full, the 
shareholders are subject to further 
assessment up to 100 per cent. 

The assessment is for $250,000, 
the amount of capital stock out- 
standing, and the stockholders are 
directed in notices sent out yester- 
day to pay their respective propor- 
tions on or before March 31, or to 
pay 25 per cent and give security 
for payment of the balance in three 
equal installments on April 30, May 
31 and June 30. The receiver is 
authorized to bring suit, if neoes- 
Sary, to collect the assessments. 

Deposits Were $1,250,000. 

Deposits of the bank were about 
$1,250,000 when it was closed by 
its directors last Jan. 4 after a 
meeting the night before in the 
downtown office of the National 
Bank Examiner. President W. C. 
Johnson said at the time he expect- 
ed the depositors to be paid in full. 
Receiver Holland has declined to 
estimate the probable dividends to 
depositors. He obtdined permission 
Friday from Federal Judge Davis 
to sell bonds and other securities 
owned by the bank of $450,000 par 
value. 

The stockholders stand to 
$550,000, the original capital of 
$250,000, surplus of $50,000 and 
the $250,000 assessment. This loss 
will be reduced only if the receiver 
realizes from the liquidation of as- 
sets a sum in excess of the liability 
to depositors and other creditors.

Missouri U. Board Had Planned to

ROLLA, Mo., March 5.—The 
summer session at the Rolla branch 
of the University of Missouri will

FILLING STATION MEN ESCAPE 
STANDARD OIL WAGE CUT 


Work 11 Hours a Day, 7 Days a 
Week on Commission for Min- 
imum of $120 a Month. 
A 10 per cent wage cut affect- 
ing all salaried employes of the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana will 
become effective April 1. In an- 
nouncing the cut President Ed- 
ward G. Seubert pornted out that 
the wage level had been maintained 
in the past, although the company 
made two reductions in dividends. 
While earnings of employes in 
the local offices of the company 
will be reduced, filling station at- 
tendants will not be affected. 
Attendants work on a commis- 
sion basis, it was stated at the 
company's office, working 11 hours 
a day, seven days a week. Their 
general average of remuneration is 
higher than three years ago, it was 
stated. 
Attendants said they worked un- 
der a guarantee system, based on 
gallonage at the various stations, 
receiving a minimum monthly 
guarantee of about $120 a month. 
Their earnings often exceed this 
amount, they said. Until about a 
year ago. they said, they had an 
optional day off, paying their re- 
lief men themselves, but this has 
been done away with except in

many’s grand old man. 

The Cabinet is. taking next week 
off to help in the campaign, and 
Chancellor Heinrich Bruening will 
go on the stump at Cologne, Dues- 
seldorf, Dortmund, Berlin and 
Breslau.

Dr. Stephen J. Maher, 71 years old, 
of New Haven, Conn., an interna- 
tionally known authority on tuber- 
culosis it is announced today will 
receive the Laetare Medal award 
by the University of Notre Dame. 
The medal has been given annual- 
ly since 1885 on Laetare Sunday to 
some leader among the Catholic 
laity of the United States. 

Dr. Maher has been chairman 
of the Connecticut Tuberculosis 
Commission since 1913.

1928 Dr. Maher was appointed by 
President Coolidge as United States 
representative to the International 
Tuberculosis Conference in Rome. 
Again in 1930 President Hoover-ap- 
pointed Dr, Maher to attend the

Creve Coeur 
changed its Saturday, Sunday and 
holiday fee from $2 to $1 for 18 
holes and plans to continue that 
assessment, while it has reduced its 
week day fee from $1 for 18 holes 
to $1 for all day. 

Sunset Hill Country Club, one of 
the outstanding clubs of the dis- 
trict, has reduced its initiation fee 
from $550, which tncluded war tax 
at 10 per cent to $220.

One of the men was David Goldiss, 
he reported, and the other was John 
Buzik. This John Buzik, incidentally, 
is our friend Woznak.

Lustberg slit his arm from elbow to 
shoulder. It was bandaged, and then 
Buzik was taken to the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Selig Baker, where he was 
put to bed to await the coming of 
someone from the insurance company. 

But late at night, while Buzik was 
in bed, and supposedly asleep, he over- 
heard a discussion among confederates 
in the next room. 1t seemed Dr. Lust- 
berg and others wanted to do some- 
thing to him, but that Mrs. Baker pro- 
tested that they couldn’ do it *ere 


B= Buzik, alas, had no such tal- 
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Just what it was they wanted to do, 
Buzik didn’t know. But he felt that 
it wasn't anything that would do him 
any good, and besides his arm was 
hurting him like the devil. From what 
he overheard he had a suspicion that 
they wanted to break his foot again 
where it had mended. 

So without waiting to hear the out- 
come of the argument on the other 
side of the door, and without pausing 
to put on anything but his shoes, he 
dropped himself from a second-floor 
window and went to police headquar- 
ters in pajams. : 


INCE then, everyone involved, 
Guie thé exception of Dr. Lust-

Also, a firm of 
Passaic lawyers, both out on high bail 
now, seems to have brought practically 
all the suits against the insurance 
companies and handled all the settle- 
ments. 

The records are still being probed, 
with new cases coming to light almost 
daily. Citizens of Pagsaic County, par- 
ticularly car owners, are frankly 
pleased at the expose. It was only 
two days before Mr. Wosnak-Buzik 
awakened the Desk Sergeant that au- 
tomobile insurance rates for the 
county had been raised 25 per cent 
because of the exceptional number of 
automobile accidents there. 

Some of the local boosters were be- 
ginning to wonder if there was some- 
thing in the occasional mists from the 


Passaic River that made men reck- 


less. This possible slander has now 
been disproved. With the ring 
smashed and the likelihood that in- 
surance rates will again sink to nor- 
mal, citizens of this fair county feel 
that the midnight stride of John Wos- 
nak was not in vain.

BRANSON, Missouri. 
HE story of the In- 
dian has for the 
most part been told 
by the white man. 
And badly told, re- 
duced at last to a 
sentimental legend, 
perhaps because 
the truth is 80 
“ oF : troubling to the 
present-day conscience. The common 
saying in the West was: ‘‘The only 
good Indian is a dead Indian.’’ And 
at times it seemed that the white man 
was determined to bury with the In- 
dians every scrap of their culture, 
what they had achieved in poetry, 
music, painting and the dance, their 
folkways and beliefs. 

It has remained for John G. Nei- 
hardt, poet and critic, to discover and 
preserve a great Indian narrative. The 
story which he has rescued from immi- 
nent oblivion includes virtually every 
phase of Indian life. The Indians 
themselves tell of Custer’s last stand 
and the succeeding battles and massa- 
cres and butcherings that were to sub- 
jugate the Sioux tribes. It is a bloody 
and violent panorama, in which the 
struggle of the Sioux, the Cheyennes 
and the Arapahoes for their lands in 
the Northwest is seen as the bitter, 
bleak tragedy that it was. 

But the narrative is more than a 
chronicle of wars and bloodshed. It 
contains the ‘‘great vision’ of Black 
Elk, seer and poet of the Ogalala 
Sioux. It was the power and beauty 
of this vision, as he sensed it in his 
first conversation with Black Elk, that 
led Neithardt to compile this book. It 
was in the spirit of a disciple—one 
who hoped to gain understanding 
from the wise man of a conquered 
race—that he sat for weeks beside 
Black Elk and recorded his story. 

The other day, here in his Ozark re. 
treat, Neihardt had the satisfaction of 
receiving from his publishers (Wil- 
liam Morrow & Company of New 
York) the book, “Black Elk Speaks, 
as Told to John G. Nethardt.’’ Nefi- 
hardt insists that there shall be no 
mistake—-it is Black Elk’s book. And 
the pictures in the book are by Black 
Elk's friend, Standing Bear. Thus an 
important fragment of Indian lore has 
been preserved in as permanent a 
form as modern means can devise. 

“Since it is Black Elk’s book,” Nei- 
hardt says, “I believe I can speak 
frankly of it. It is my opinion that 
no other Indian book has had so little 
of the white man in it.’’ 

And, as is well known, Neihardt's 
familiarity with the Indians and with 
Indian culture is of long standing. 
Many of his poems are concerned with 
the early West. Thirty years ago, at 
a time when the old tribal organiza- 
tion still existed, he was on intimate 
terms with the Omahas, 

How “Black Elk Speaks” came to 
be written is in itself interesting. Nei- 
hardt gave up daily book reviewing to 
devote his whole time to the writing

of “The Song of the Messiah,’’ which 
follows in the cycle of his poems 
“The Song of the Indian Wars.” With 


his son, Sigurd, the poet visited the 
Sioux Indian reservation, near Man- 


derson Postoffice, South Dakota, to 
get certain minor details essential to 
the poem. There he heard for the first 
time of the prophet. 

“Sigurd and I,’ he says, ‘‘thought 
that our meeting with Black Elk was 
wholly accidental, but Black Elk does 
not think so.~ Having heard of him, 
we took an interpreter and went out 
to his lonely little dirt-roofed log cab- 
in, standing on a barren hillside west 
of Manderson. Black Elk was sitting 
under a pine shade, and we ali had 
the curious feeling that he had been 
waiting for us. Even the interpreter 
felt this. Black Elk told me in a 
quiet, matter-of-fact way, that a spirit 


' behind me had sent me to him to learn 


the things he knew. 

‘“‘He told the interpreter, after one 
of his long, brooding silences, ‘This 
man sitting beside me has in his heart 
a strong desire to know the things of 
the other world, and he has been sent 
here to learn.’ 


OOP vero morning, this same in- 
terpreter, curiously enough, 
| had taken a lady from Lin- 
coln, Nebraska, out to see Black Elk. 
She wanted to get some material 
about the great chief, Craxy Horse, 
Black Elk being a second cousin. 
The interpreter told me on the way out 
that he was not sure Black Elk would 
talk, because that morning he had 
spoken to the lady as follows: ‘You 
are nice looking woman and I am sure 
you are good, but I do not care to 
talk to you about these things.’ 

‘We talked steadily from noon till 
sunset, and we might have been talk- 
ing yet if I had not pulled myself 
away. I heard things that afternoon 
that astounded me, and I decided that 
I must get on the inside of Black 
Elk’s world.”’ 

With his daughters, Enid and Hilda, 
Neihardt went to live for a month on 
the Sioux reservation. Each day Black 
Elk talked, often with a circle of his 
old-time friends around him, supple- 
menting his narrative. Enid Nei- 
hardt took down a stenographic re- 
port of these conversations. Black Elk 
insisted that the Neihardts live with 
him and see no white men, because 
‘“‘he feared white man influence on the 
sacred things he had to tell, things 
that are to him very sacred.’’ 

During the month on the reserva- 
tion, as the stenographic manuscript 
mourted to formidable proportions,

Neihardt and his daughters found time 
to take part in many tribal activities. 
The poet bought a bull and the In- 
dians slaughtered and cooked it in the 
ancient manner. “It was a truly 
Homeric feast,’’ he says, ‘‘with great 
speeches and much dancing and sing- 
ing.’’ The three were inducted by im- 
posing ceremonies into the _ tribe; 
Hilda, 15, given the name of Day- 
break Star Woman; Enid, 20, called 
She Who Walks With Her Holy Staff, 
and the poet himself called Flaming 
Rainbow. 

Black Elk spoke to the poet ag fol- 
lows: ‘‘You are a word sender. The 
world is like a garden and over it your 
words go like rain, and after they 
have passed, the memory of them will 
stand long in the West like a flaming 
rainbow.’ Neihardt says that this was 
purely intuitive. Black Elk, an illiter- 
ate, knows nothing of the existence of 
literature, nor had he been informed 
that Neihardt is a poet.

Phil Kearney. Black Elk’'s father re- 
ceived a wound in that battle from 
which he always limped. Black Elk 
looks back to his childhood: 

“Once we were happy in our own 
country and we were seldom hungry, 
for then the two-leggeds and the four- 
leggeds lived together like relatives, 
and there was plenty for them and for 
us. But the Wasichus (a Sioux term 
for the white man) came, and they 
have made little islands for us and 
Other little islands for the four- 
leggeds, and al- 
ways these _  is- 
lands are becom- 
ing smaller, for 
around them 
surges the gnaw- 
ing flood of the 
Wasichu; and it 
is dirty with lies 
and greed."

ly neighbors, the Cheyennes and the 
Arapahoes, could roam over vast areas 
unmolested. 

When he was nine years old, Black 
Elk had his great vision. 

It is so filled with symbolism and 
imagery and so rich with meaning 
that it is difficult to condense. The 
boy was sick. He lay like one dead 
in the tepee of his father. As he lay 
there, two figures he had seen in 
earlier, lesser visions came out of the 
clouds, ‘‘headfirst, like arrows slant- 
ing down.’’ Withathese two the boy 
was borne on a cloud to the region in 
the sky where the ‘thunder beings’’ 
are. “It was very still; but there 
were whispers.’’ 


HEN there appeared to the boy 
symbolic horses. First, a bay 
horse, who summoned others 
from the four quarters of the sky. 
From the west 12 black horses, from 
the north, ‘‘where the great white 
giant lives,”’ 12 white horses, all 
abreast; from the east, ‘where 
the sun shines continually,"’ 12 sor- 
rel horses, and from the south 
12 buckskins. The bay horse said 
to Black Elk: “Your grandfathers 
are having a council. These shall 
take you; so have éourage.” And for 
a time the whole sky was filled with 
prancing horses, in each quarter the 
sorrel, black, white and buckskin.

Then Black Elk was taken by the 
horses, which now had riders, up four 
steep ascents—interpreted by him to 
mean the four generations of his peo- 
ple that he should know. Each ascent 
was more arid and difficult than the 
last, indicating the trials and tribula- 
tions that his people were to endure. 
“And as they walked on the third 
ascent, all the animals and fowls that

for each one seemed to huve his own 
little vision that he followed and his 
own rules; and all over the universe I 
could hear the winds at war like wild 
beasts fighting.”’ 

At this point, Nelthardt records in a 
footnote, Black Elk remarked: “I 
think we are near that place now, and 
I am afraid something very bad is go- 
ing to happen all over the world.”’ Nel- 
hardt adds, “He cannot read and 
knows nothing of world affairs."’ 

There were many songs and much 
council from the grandfathers and 
further symbols to show what Black 
Elk was to do for his people. Then, 
accompanied by his two guides, Black 
Elk’s spirit was transported back to 
his almost lifeless body. Two days 
later he was almost entirely recovered. 
Black Elk’s father ascribed his recoy- 
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ery to a powerful medicine man of the 
tribe and gave the latter his best 
horse. But the boy knew he had been 
cured in the Flaming Rainbow tepee 
of his grandfathers, although he was 
afraid to say so or to say anything of 
his vision. 

Tribulations fell quickly upon his 
people. The battle with Custer was ai- 
most their last victory. It is narrat- 
ed by Black Elk, Standing Bear and 
Iron Hawk, all of whom participated, 
recounted as a victory, The Rubbing 
Out of Long Hair, the Sioux name for 
Custer, 

The Indians’ primitive joy in battie 
is apparent. They were fighting for 
their native land, defending their 
women and children, with a deep sens 
of injustice for treaties broken and 
pledges ignored.

count is taken of accidents such as ex- 
plosions and collisions in which the 
crafts did not sink and in which loss of 
life was small. Of the four nations rep- 
resented in the casualty list, Great 
Britain has been the heaviest loser. 
Eight of these 15 disasters befell Brit- 
ish submarines with death toll of 301 
men. The United States lost four sub- 
marines and 80 men; Japan, two ves- 
sels anl 134 men; Italy, one craft and 
50 men. In most of these instances the 
victims were carried down to suffocate 
in their sealed compartments upon ex- 
haustion of their oxygen supply. 
Sometimes the sunken ships were nev- 
er located by other vessels sent to the 
rescue. Sometimes they were found 
only after all on board were dead, as 
happened in the recent case of the M-2. 


N A FEW occasions the wrecks 
() were found and communication 
established with the imprisoned 
crew, but without avail, the would-be 
rescuers merely listening helplessly to 
the frantic signals of the dying men. 
Against this total of 562 deaths, the 
number of rescues has been extremely 
small. | 
The American submarine accidents 
with most disastrous consequences 
were those of the S-51 } 
and the S-4, which to- 
gether accounted for 74 
lives. The ill-fated S-51 
was rammed and sunk 
by the coastwise vessel, 
City of Rome, off Block 
Island, Rhode Island, on 
September 25, 1925. 
Only three of her crew 
of 37 men were rescued. 
The others were 
drowned, apparent- 
ly within a few moments 
after the collision, by 
the waters that flooded 
all compartments of the { 
vessel. The bodies of

The S-4 suffered a similar fate on 
December 17, 1927, when it was 
rammed by a coast guard destroyer 
and went down in 120 feet of water 
with 40 men on board. The accident 
occurred just outside Provincetown 
harbor on the Cape Cod coast, within 
100 miles of the scene of the S-51 dis- 
aster. The S-4 sinking and the en- 
suing attempts at rescue comprised 
one of the most dramatic chapters in 
the history of the American Navy. Six 
of the crew were still alive when con- 
tact with the wreck was established 
and for two days kept in touch with 
the rescue forces by tapping code mes- 
suges on the walls of their tomb. 
Rescue operations failed, however, and 
the tappings grew faint and unintelli- 
gible and finally ceased altogether. 
The other two American sinkings 
were those of the G-2, which went 
down off the Connecticut coast with 
three victims in 1919, and the O-5, 
sunk in a collision with a steamer at 
the Atlantic Ocean entrance to the 
Panama Canal in 1923. Three lives 
were lost in this accident also.

trip at Kobe, with the largest re- 
corded loss in submarine history— 
85 men. Another Japanese craft, 
identified as submarine 43, collided 
with a battleship off Susebo on 
March 19, 1924, and sank with 49 
victims. Both these ships were lost 
in water goo deep to permit rescue 
attempts or salvaging. The Italian 
submarine lost was the Sebastiano 
Veniero, which sank during maneuvers 
off the coast of Sicily in September, 
1925, with 50 men. All were lost. 
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Handles for a submarine to which 
lifting chains can be attached. 


Great Britain’s submarine history 
since 1918 has been marked by no 
fewer than eight disasters, in all but 
one of which the number of victims 
ranged from 20 to 68. There was the 
H-42, lost in the Mediterranean with 
23 men in March, 1922. The K-bd. 
with 56 aboard, sank off Land’s End 
in January, 
1921, and the 
M-1 was lost 
in the English 
Channel with 
68 lives in 
Novem Der, 
1925. Later 
sinkings in- 
cluded the 
H-29, which 
went down 
with six men 
at Devenport 
on August 9, 
1926, and the 
H-47, lost 
with 24 men 
in a collision 
in the _ Irish 
Sea in July, 
1929. A dis- 
aster still 
more recent 
was that of 
the submarine 
Poseidon, one 
of the largest in the British fleet, which 
collided with a merchant vessel off 
the coast of Shantung Peninsula last 
June 9 and sank with a crew of 49, 
of whom 29 were rescued. Now, in 
less than a year, comes the M-2 dis- 
aster, with 61 more victims, and not 
a man rescued. 

In this case, as will be recalled, 
rescue operations were hampered by 
heavy seas and by uncertainty as to 
the location of the sunken craft. 
Divers explored the waters and ships 
dragged sweeps over many square 
miles of the Channel, consuming sev- 
eral days, before the wreck finally wa# 
discovered lying in water 20 fathoms 
deep. By this time it was obviously 
too late to save the crew and salvag- 
ing attempts were put aside until next 
summer. The 61 men were left in 
their tomb, and until the boat can be 
raised nobody will know whether they 

drowned or were suffocat- 
TS ed, whether their escape 
s equipment failed in the 
pinch or whether they had 
no opportunity to use it.

After many 
tests and demonstra- 
tions it was declared 
fool-proof and adopt- 
ed as standard sub- 
marine equipment by 
the United States 
Navy. Subsequently, 
the ‘“‘Davis lung,’’ a va- 
riation of the American 
device, was adopted by 
the British. In principle, 
the two appliances are the 
same. The “‘lung’’ consists of 
a rubber bag, the capacity of 
which is approximately equal to that 
of the human respiratory system, a 
mouthpiece which fits closely and 
firmly and which, at the same time, 
has a small clip with which to seal the 
nostrils, and a canister of soda lime, 
through which the air circulated from 
the body through the bag and back 
again must pass and be purified. 
The mouthpiece is connected with 
the bag by two hard rubber tubes, one 
containing a valve permitting only in- 
halation, and the other a valve for ex- 
halation. The wearer breathes through 
the mouth as with the ordinary gas 
mask, the nostrils being held shut by 
the clip. He exhales air through one 
tube and inhales it through the oth- 
er, the exhaled air passing through the 
bag where it is purified by the soda 
lime and made ready for use again. 
The suply of oxygen contained in the 
lungs and the bag to start with can 
thus be made to last from 45 minutes 
to an hour. 


HE value of this ‘‘third lung,”’ of 
course, is entirely dependent 
upon the wearer’s ability to free 
himself from the submarine after it 
has reached bottom. [It will not pro- 
long his life in the foul air of the 
sunken boat. It is intended to give 
him buoyancy and provide him with a 
means of breathing while he is getting 
out of the boat and rising to the sur- 
face. It also serves to equalize the air 
pressure inside his body with the water 
pressure outside and so, in theory at 
least, is adaptable for use at any depth. 
This feature protects the escaper from 
the crushing weight of the water 
which even at a depth of 150 feet is 


approximately 75 pounds per square 


inch. 

Naval authorities were jubilant over 
the results obtained in the tests and 
demonstrations of the ‘“‘lung’’ in 1929. 
In a series of these tests Lieutenant 
Momsen and two Navy divers did ex- 
ecute some very impressive ‘‘escapes”’ 
under conditions simulating those of 
real submarine emergencies. Several 
times they rose, without ill effects, 
from depths ranging from 50 feet to 
800 feet, and on two occasions sub- 
marines were actually sunk with the 
men shut up Inside, From one of these, 
26 men freed themselves and came to 
the surface. This was not only to test 
the “lung’’ device thoroughly, but al- 
so to test the efficacy of escape hatch- 
es with which the submarines them- 
selves were equipped, these hatches 
being designed to permit men to 
emerge from the craft at great depths. 
Both “lungs” and hatches operated so 
successfully that they were made reg- 
ulation «-juipment for all submarines, 
and naval experts went so far as to 
declare that disasters like that of the 
S-4 would be impossible in the future. 
Submarine activity, they asserted, had 
at last been made safe. That was a lit- 
tle more than two years ago. What 
has the test of time disclosed”?

He returned to South 
Dakota to find his people more 
miserable than when he had left. 


The tragedy of the Sioux closed 
with the ‘‘butchering’’ of Wound- 
ed Knee. Here Black Elk, burn- 
ing with indignation at the slaugh- 
ter of women and children, rushed 
many times directly into the fire 
of the soldiers. But he was pro- 
tected, he says, by the power of 
his vision, It was only once, when 
he doubted, that he received a 
wound. 

In the little, square, dirt-roofed 
house on the reservation he has 
lived ever since. He made one 
request of Neihardt. He had had 
his great vision in the tepee of the 
Flaming Rainbow at the center 
of the earth, which was at Harney 
Peak in the Black Hills. He want- 
ed to go there again. Neihardt ar-
